a. The etataaents made in the Cosaaittee report on tne Washington 
Document Center are correct. The 35^ of docusaants dealing with 
economic subjects were included hecaure it was coiaidered that they 
had at least an indirect bearing on the psychologleal aspect of the 
problem. Only 1 Japanese tranalator was provided for because it was 
understood the Doci®ent Branch would, in its abstracting and cataloguing 
cover a large portion of the material. Mr. Bagnall hae confirmed this 
understanding . 

fhe original OKI paper requesting this study gave as its 
primary interest material related to the USSR, but deelred coverage 
on the entire world. Tiiere Is no necessity for ciarificatitm In the 
Committeo report idiich gave the results of its study on Uie ONI request, 

b. ^e etatement that the GMDS material has been reduced from 
seven to four tons is refuted by the Intelligence Dlvisi<Bi, WSGS, after 
consultation with Major Seeley, the officer in charge of this section. 

It was stated that there are still about ssven tons of material at 
this Center, 

c. Whereas there may be some dispute with respect to the 
Kulturabteilung files at Tei^elhef, there remains at this Center a 
tremendous volume of material idiich requires processing, and remains 
available to exploitation, 

d. Captured materials in the U.K, which are within the control 

of the Air jttnistry contain both technical and non—technical documents,
